Why is the memory of itobeit Emmet 


saoredly .cherished by all luishmec, aud 
why is his name held iu fond remem- 
brance, and considered a sjuouym for 
liberty the world over? 


He belopged to a most remarkable 


family. His father was a physician in 
Dublin. 
Hia eldest brother, Temple 


Emmet, woo called to the bar when ho 
was twenty years old and it is aaid that 
at that ago he knew more law than any 
judge, and more divinity than any bishop 
in the land. He diol at twenty-seven. 
Thomas Addis Emmet on the death of 
lis brother abandoned medicine Cor Jaw. 
He was an ardent tush patriot, a trusted 
counsel for the zealous but unfortunate 
members of the various patriotic eocie- 
ies, an earnest believer iu Irish indepen. 
donee, a prisoner for liis convictions and 
an exile from home in the UniteJ >Statesi 
where he achieved n high standing ut the 
jar. 


The remaining brother of this family 


was Kobort. 
He lived in an era of 


^noral disoontsnt; in a time ot great in- 
ielleotual activity— "tho golden age ot 
successful 
mediocrity."— The 
coarae 


and stolid 
George 
tho Third wcs 


on the British throne; Louia tho Six. 
teonth id Fiance wn preparing the way 
tor the French revolution; Frederick 
the Great of Prussia, was persecuting 
warp, writing poetiy end encouraging 
.earning and philosophy, aud on this eido 
tbe water tho Ameiicun revolution wai 
fouubt aud won wh'lo Kobe-it was still 
young. It wrs a poi^od ot universe! 
unrest, of moral, poiilica', re.':slons and 
nnllntnal [-.lotion, 


Ware, disaansions rid peuciutkmo 


javo clwaya boon tha poilion of Ireland. 
Early in ita authentic history tho planet 
wai conquered by tho Eugl-sb;- it WPS 
invaded by other nations; it we" overrun 
by Cromwell and it wm the eceno of 
frequent 
conspiracies ond rebellions. 


But throughout c'.l it^ v/'sci-suudes it 
retained-a Iocs! parliament until 3801, 
when oil

government was 


abolished and a political 
union 
WPS 


formed rtith Great Britain. Tue French 
and American revolutions were constant 
incenli7cs to tho people to achieve com- 
plete independence; but every effort 
was mot by force; every meeting wag 
considered a conspirroy; evoiy sugges- 
tion for their improvement was looked 
upon 08 trei.son; spies thronged the 
market places and soldiers were stationed 
in every quat tor; wlrle the jails were 
filled with BUSpeot.H aud the hangman 
was constantly employed. 


The twenty-five yeprs of 
tlio life of 


KobertEmmeti wore possod amid scenes 
like these. 
Tranquility and happiness 


iu his nature indeed were unknown. 
The 
inhabitants 
o£ 
Ireland 
had 


never 
partaken 
of 
that 
ecstaoy 


which 
arises 
from 
contentment 


and security. Disorder, turbulence and 
apprehension, tho inevitable conditions 
of a civilized race under a despotic gov- 
ernmont, had long been prevalent. With 
these surroundings, thtro is no surprise 
in learning that the ardent temperament, 
the sensitive nature, tho patriotic spirit, 
and the loving devotion of a youth who 
even though he had not reached ma- 
turity, was still impressed with tho rio- 
lenoa and vindiotiTOneaa ot tho oonqucr- 
ers of hia home, had every element in 
his character stirred to its lowest depths 
by the revelation ot iniquity and tyranny 
which beset him in every direction. 
In 


his youth he was a student of the most 
ntensi application, and his love for tho 
exact sciences amounted to a passion. 
The stuff of which he was made is most 
clearly shown by bis refusal, when he was 
a young man of twenty, to appear on B 
;ertain occasion before tho Lord Chancel- 
lor for examination. 
It was believed 


that certain members of the college of 
whioli ho wae a student, belonged to 
the Society ot United Irishmen— a secret 
organzation devoted 
to 
the 
liber- 


ation ot Ireland tiom the thralldom of 


Englishrule. Tho Lord Chancellor came 
over to make a pereonol examination. 
Robert declined to respond to the sum- 
mons to appear and — answer to certain 
charges under oath; he with others waa 
suspended and bis undving interest in 
tho cause ot Irish liberty became known 
of all men.

iiit,' Herald publishes a letter written l»y 
.Mrs. .Molloy, from South Bond, to Howoll: 
her present attorney, dated Feb. 10, tbrw; 
days before tho body of Sarah Graham was 
found. 
In substaneo slio fiays that she en- 


tered Into tlio ivorl; oH prison reform eleven 
years ago, aud didjso ^yith no thought of sell1, 
but with ono inspiration—to nave perishing 
souls. 
Replying to hor pastor's statement 


that almost nil Springtield believes hor u 
bud-woman, sho says: "It seoms strange 
that any should think that if 1 wan tod to 
dujceiul to anything low and vilo 1 would 
need to bring: into my homo those who wore 
uelples* to tiii;o euro of themselves, nnd 
spend my entire timo in constant drudgery 
to support thorn. 
You can roadlly ™o that 


I nm not so dovoid of any personal uttruc- 
tion that iC I ivaiitud to livo u criminal lifo; 
1 could not llud some ono to support mo, in- 
stead of having sorao ono to support 
1 


lirst mot Graham while ho wus an iumaU 
ot tlio ^'orthtii-u Indianu pi-isjn, und took 
nn interest in him to rol'orm him. "\Vhou 
pardoned out ho eamo to md nt La Porto. 


"I secured him a place on a nowspupor. 


His conduct for a long timo was above re- 
proach. 
Hn enlisted my sympathy by talk- 


ing ot bis wifo and child in l''o:-t Wayno, 
and 1 resolved to try to reunite tho family. 
The paper was romovod to Elgin, Ilk, and 
1 secured Graham a placo in tho publishing- 
honso. t wont to Fort Wayne imJ per- 
suaded his wift> to rejoin him with hor child. 
T know it was a doubtful oiperlinent. 
Sho 


was not tho ono to strengthen and control om> 
of Lioorgo's weak moral nature. Fora tim> 
all wont well, but old troubles bu£:in, and 
they lived unhappily. Tbo moro wi-otohod 
hu bocamo the closer ho clung to mo, liia 
nnly fi-iond and foster mother. Finally, 
with more hoart than judgment, 1 bought 
tbo paper and mado Creorno business mana- 
ger, moved tho paper to Washington, Kan., 
where George and family, Including Cora, 
mvself, mid family, lirod in one lioiiso. 


"•Tho paper failod, and George soul his 


family buck to Indiana, finally following. 
While associated In tbo olllco George and 
Cora bocamo fond of each other. It soemod 
us if sbti had but ojio thought, night or day, 
and that was for Otcorgo, but her love was 
as pure us an angel's. 
If I bud been of a 


moro calculatijig nature, I would have per- 
haps been worldly enough to cast him ndrif t 
und forbid Cora seeing him, but she wag no: 
a child. She knew his past history; she 
loved him in spite of it. 
Goorgo wrote 


from Fort Wayno that ho was divorced 
from Sarah while in prison, and never re- 
married hoi-; that ivbilo at niy house living 
logotbor in Kansas thoy were not mar- 
ried. 
Ho wanted to marry Cora. She 


was blind to 
bis faults; I reluctantly 


consented. No ouo suggested George deceiv- 
ing about tho second marriage with Sarah, 
or thought o£ examining tho" Allen county 
records. I would have staked oiy lifo that 
after bis bitter experience in tho prison in 
past years.he would novor do anything tc 
make himsolf liable to bo sent there again. 
Judge Bakor bought tho farm to give the 
young peoplo a chance fo earn a living for 
themselves, and ull'ered to glvo mo a chanco 
to pay for it in installments. Thoy wernto 
take care of younger children, and I way tc 
mako my homo with them when 1 could bo 
al homo. 
I believed now the problem o( 


George's life would bo solved. 
Coi-a set her- 


self to work to inulie him as happy us possi- 
ble, nnfl to bring out under tho kindest in- 
lluonce tho best part of his nature," 


Tho tibcmi statoinont Mrs. Molloy gives an 


solid facts known to honwlf, and, as will bo 
seen, it exonerates hor from conniving at 
bigamy.

Several trawlers who had trii-il to climb 
them h:ul returniHl. discounted by the 
diHiculties that assailed thc-ui at evc:'v 
Bti'p. Tho southern slope is Absolute!} 
bare and sn smooth that the sun is re- 
flected in it as a mirror, while the north- 
ern declivity is a perfect image of chaos. 
Enormous sections of rock, piled oni' on 
anuther, hang in tho most unstable posi- 
tions over fathomless abysses: on the 
east and west sides are most 
impfni'tra- 


blv forests of stunted trees and bushy 
vegetation, the slielterof ferocious beast's 
and venomous reptiles.

Mr. Thuin, and. almost unattended, ha 
set out, firmly determined to roach tht 
plateau which crowns the summit of the 
mountain, around which liovi-r clouds of 
birds so numoruuQ as eometinu's to ol: 
sen re the light of the sun. 
At tlie end 


of tu-o long months, his skin bronxvd by 
the suu and his cloLh.es hanging in t:itu-rs 
on his eniueiut'-"! body, the intivpul Mr, 
I'luim ivachod the goal of his ambition 
and stood upon the summit. What a 
sight met- his gaze! A strange vegeta- 
tion, unknown to the rest of tlie world; 
streams of water, perfectly clear and 
sparkling: flowers of the most brilliant 
and varied lines—in a word a vast ax- 
panso of b^|:uty stretched otiL 
before 


him as far M Iho eye could reach, and 
he fell on his l;ne«i and thanked God 
for the privilege of being the first to en- 
joy tiie most beautiful spectacle *ver 
given to human eyes to conti>7iplate. 
Standing on the borders of a kind of 
lake, Arming a basin surrounded by 
rocks, and wondering whore tho outlet

tliail do tho wrong thing. It is only oil on 
fire; it is nofc dynamite and will not explode. 


; Tho manner of its burning is tbo same as 
| that of paper or shavings. 
Oil is a con- 


centrated form of fuel, and a small amount 


I of it will develop moro heat than nconsldei'- 


j ablo quantity of paper. Prompt aetion is, 


thei'Ofore, often necessary in dealing with 
burning oil. 
Being a fluid, it is readily dis- 


l»rsed about tbo room, and may spread fire 
to all parts ol a room if improperly handled. 
Tbo first caro is to prevent tbo spreading of 
the oil. 
This is what is not done in a great 


ninny cases. An Instance recently reported 
is wlioro a man, grown to mature years, a 
man reckoned intelligent, prudent and earo- 
ful, toolt an ax and attempted to chop down 
tho reservoir on a gasoline stove, because 
somo oil bad bcon spilt and caugUt fire.

In tliu caso of gasoline on fli-e, unless the 


quantity is very largo, or tbe fire is close to 
something else of a highly inilan-.mablo na- 
ture, it is often tho bcs- way to lonvo it 
alone.

tie or no harm, 
1: would be well to lock 


the doors, however, lest sonio ono comes 
rushing in mid does vastly more harm than 
tlie burning oil. If tho caso is one requir- 
ing prompt extinguishment ol tbo firo, it 
should be accomplished by smothering. 
It 


is of little use 1o throw water upon any con- 
siderablo quantity of burning oil. 
It will 


bo likely to aid in spreading without assist- 
ing to quench it, 
"U'ater poured outside tbo 


line of Hnmo niuy servo to prevent tlie ex- 
tension of tlio lire, as when oil blia been 
spilled upon a carpet. 
But smothering is 


tho quickest and *ifest method of quench- 
ing burning oil, and in a residence, .some- 
thing which may be used for this purpose 
can usually be applied quicker than water 
ean bo obtained. 


Tn smothering tbo firo caro should, of 


course, bo taken not to go at it in a manner 
to splosh the burning oil nil over tbo room. 
Articles thus saturated with oil should, of 
course, be taken at onco out of doors, and 
gasolinu remaining on the floor bo allowed 
to entirely evaporate, with doors and win- 


injron the floor is small, it may bo disposed 
of by touching a lighted match to it. Hurn- 
ing kerosene should bo smothered as quickly 
as possible, for it will burn longor, blaclcon 
tbo walls moro with sinoko, and be moro 
likely to sot other things afire.

As AcVlvo In Hclorrno u tho Yonn£— A 


Peep at tlie f agaa of BUltory. 


The middle-aged and, the old have been 


at lease as active in reforms as the young; 
have, in truth, they being in most coun- 
tries the monopolists of power, carried- 
through moat of tho changes that the 
v.-o.'-ld has seen. Old generals alter tac- 
lir:1.. old lawyers reform tenures, old 
st:n:'sni'_':i widen suffrages. 
The breech- 


liiadi'r, whi»h has changed the distribu- 
tion of poulT in Europe, was introduced 
by an old officer and sanctioned by an 
emperor far advanced in years, Thiers 
was past middle age when ho declared 
for the republic. Lord Beaconsfield was 
an elderly statesman when he established 
household suffrage. 
Mr. Gladstone was 


disf inctly old—past tho psalmist's idea of 
l.he term of life—whr-n he advised the 
great changes emboi'.i.d in the Hawarden 
manifesto, and undertook the settlement 
ol' thai most perplexing of problems, the 
Irish revolution. 
Certainly he is no 


eulogist of the passed away, and his 
most trusted advisers are none of them 
young men. 


Wn habitually quote old lawyers as tho 


stuutest opponents of change, and whan 
we want to embody conservatism in a 
word we mention Lord Eldon; but Lord 
C'aivns was an elderly man. -when he 
practically without consulting parlia- 
ment, and certainly without any pressure 
from it, revolutionized at a blow not 
only tbo law, but the very principle 
which governed female ownership of 
property; and Lord Selborno, who helped 
him, was far past middle life. They 
struck away ono of "the foundations of 
society" as if they had been 21. Pio 
Nono was an old man when ho asked a 
co'.mcil to sanction the dogma of papal 
infallibility: that is, when he made, in 
the judgment of many theologians, tho 
greatest practical innovation ever made 
in tlio machinery of the Roman church, 
converting its government from a co- 
optative oligarchy under a. doge into an 
irresponsible monarchy, M. Grevy, tho 
presided of tiio French republic, though 
an exceedingly old man, leans always 
toward the Loft; and it is not tlio past 
which is lamented by a thinker like Mr, 
Herbert Spencer, who is certainly not 
immature. 


Wo would ask every reader of these 


lines to look round and see if ha did not 
know some old man—or, still more 
frequently, old women—in whom was 
great tolerance for 
new ideas, who 


praised, instead of depreciated, 
the 


changes he or aha had seen, and who 
welcomed innovation with more hope- 
fulness than younger auditors could 
quite follow. We could name a dozen 
such people, and have d.eliishte-d often in 
a renewal of hopefulness derived from 
the- talk of the very old. 
They protest 


that th > world is better till it is impossi- 
ble, in spite of too many patent facts, not 
to believe- thorn and acquire from the be- 
lief a • momentary 
reinvigoration 
of 


mental energy.—London Spectator.
